The parties descend at the same hour, 


one entering by means of a stono flight of 
steep stairs, at the Place de la Madeleine 
and tho other at tho Place du Chatelet.

That in this largo pipe is taken 
from the Scino.aud is used lor flushing the 
streets, to -water tho gardens, to cstin 
gulsh fires—in fact, for everything except 
cooking and drinking.

Next to tho big pipe is another of about 


ouo-lialf its capacity, and through this is 
carried tho pure spring water which the 
people drink. 


jS'ext you will see a heavy cable mado of 


many ropes, all covered, so as not to come 
In contact with each other or bo damaged 
by dampness. By these cables are trans- 
mitted all tbo dificreut forces used in the 
city. Thoro are tho pneumatic tubes, 
through which you muy send a letter 
across the city, as "change" is Bent in cnu 
retail shops. Then there are the electric 
wires, for messages or light, and the 
transmitting condensed air, which tho 
city sells to those wishing to use it. 


Glancing along the walls of the arch, 


you see numbers at regular iutcrvuh 
which correspond with those of the housen 
in the street above and mnkc its easy to 
locate any trouble and rectify It

by four men, two on each side ot the canal 
who, like tho captain, are dressed in whit* 
and aro so clean that the nickel button 
on their clothing twinkle in the brigh 
electric light. 


At each street crossing you can look tc 


right and left down unending vistas o 
arched sewers, lighted always by hug 
electric reflectors. 


Sometimes there are teveii or eight o 


these boats in lino going down tho Bu 
Royal, which is the widest sower in Paris 
and when you get out to''change cars" a 
tho Rue do E/ivoli there aro sometimes at 
many as 800 persons on tho platform. 


lloro you leave the boat and take you 


seat on a sort of hand car, which runs o 
rails and spans a narrow canal, as an cu 
gine docs its roadbed. The cars are clean 
and "bright, and are fitted up with nickel. 
They ore pushed by a crew of four men, 
arw a> s In spotless white, by means of a 
long handle bar, -which projects over tho 
footpath of stono on each side of the canal. 


At intervals along tho route you pass 


openings in the wall, through which 
comes roaring and dashing tho waste wa- 
ter from some huge fountain in the street 
above, and at regular intervals, also, there 
are rays of.daylight to bo seen through the 
manholes that lead up from the sewers to 
the streets by means of iron bars driven 
into tho stono walls. 


There is a system of signaling to the 


men in the sowers that is thrilling to the 
visitor. Every little while the long blast 
of a horn rings out and echoes through the 
sewer, so that you think noisy Paris above 
must hear, but it does not. There are 
only four signals given; one blast or two 
tolls the workmen some private order, but 
three calls warn them that a storm is ap- 
prooiSiing the city and when there are iour 
long, ringing notes given it means that 
everybody must le.i\c the seniors by the 
nearest manhole, that rain is falling as it 
can fall only in Paris, and that ho that 
stays in tho underground waterways will 
find in them his grave. 


When you know tho significance of these 


signals, it is thrilling to hear the three 
blasts ring out and it must bo a thou- 
sandfold more so when tho warning to 
leave comes. It is because the sewers fill 
so rapidly, in case of ram, that visitors arc 
allowed to descend only on clear days. 


Throughout the whole trip through the 


sewers there is not a single sight or odor, 
that is unpleasant—in fact, it is just the 
reverse; from the stone arches and the 
dazzling lights, to tho nickel buttons and 
the ornaments en the men's hats, every- 
thing is clean, bright and in order, for 
you mugt know that it is only the surface 
drainage that posses through the sewers ot 
Paris; all house drainage is removed in 
quite a different way.—M. \V. Lewis in 
Philadelphia Times.

H is of its own time, with the 
faults of that time in manner and matter 
Tho promise of legibility which seems war 
ranted by tho bold and black typos is de 
luslVB. Tho ordinary Latin scholar can- 
not read tho book, nor refer to any passage 
in it with satisfaction. It is without title 
and paging figures. The blank spaccn 
which indicate changes of subject and give 
relief to the eyes were seized by tho illu- 
minator. Verso follows verso and chapter 
follows chapter, nnd one Hue chases an- 
other with grudging of white spnco and of 
tone relief which Is not atoned for by tho 
dubs of red in tho rubrics, nor by the pro- 
fuse wealth of ornamentation in tbo cen- 
ter column and margins.

Which Keep Them In Demand. 
"Whale oil," said a dealer in oils, "is to 


some extent usod as a lubricating oil, but 
not to a very large extent. When used 
for lubricating purposes, it is more often 
compounded with mineral oils, which are 
cheaper. Whale oil is used for .temper- 
ing steel. It is still used in a limited way 
by some people as an illuminating oil. 
\Vhalo oil is used for making whale oil 
soap, used for killing worms on trees. 


"Sperm oil is a flna lubricating oil, used 


on tine machinery, large anil small. The 
fine sewing machine oil Is likely to be 
sperm oil. It is used for illuminating pur- 
poses iu safety lamps iu warehouses,'be- 
cause of its small liability to explode, 
sperm standing a higher degree of heat 
tiiun mineral oils. It is used as a signal 
oil on shipboard, for lamps and lanterns'

description, but the rare occurrence of 
largo specimens of that dark carmine tint 
which is looked upon as tho sine qua non 
of a perfect ruby causes tho value of these 
gems to increase in a far greater propor- 
tion than ip the case of diamonds. Rubies 
weighing more than four carats are so ex- 
ceptional that when a perfect one of five 
carats is brought to the market it will 
command ton times as high u sum as a 
diamond of the eame weight, while rubies 
of six carats without crack or flaw and of 
tho proper color would in all probability 
bring as high u price as 95,000 per carat, 
or 15 times as much as a diamond of like 
sizo and'fuultlcssnt'ss. 
1 "All over tho east rubles aro regarded 
with the greatest possible favor, and so it 
has been front tho earliest times of which 
wo haxe any record. The finest specimens 
are found in Burma, aud from time im- 
memorial it has been a law of that coun- 
try that all rubles of above a certain sizo 
are tho property of the king, whoever may 
have been fortunate enough to find them. 
It is thought to this day there are con- 
cealed in Burma among the treasures 
which the British invasion caused to bo 
hidden away rubies of for greater size and 
value than any which have up to now 
been ftueu either in Europe or this country.
